The greater use of lime and 
fertilizer, widespread use of cover 
crops and other . conservation 
practices, irrigation, use of improved 
varieties and breeds, adaptation of 
hybrid corn, a _ better balanced 
feeding of livestock, more effective 
control of insects and diseases, and 
the use of chemicals as weed killers 
and defoliants, are all new tech- 

The effects of these have 
revolutionary as far as 
production is concerned. Output per 
manhour has increased at the rate of 
six percent a year compared to two 
percent in all other industries. 

The number of farms in the U.S. 
declined from 6.5 million in 1950 to 
2.4 million in 1985, The drop 
resulted primarily from machinery 
and other technology that permitted 
one farm worker to handle a much 
larger acreage. In 1950 there were 10 
million persons working on farms 
compared with 4.2 million in 1985. In 
1985 there was one farmer for every 
73 Americans. This compares with 
one for 16 in France and one for 23 in 
Germany. Russia has one farmer for 
five people, while India has one for

THE WEDDING OF 
CONSERVATION AND 
AGRICULTURE 


The American agriculture 
machine can easily produce enough 
food and fiber to satisfy domestic 
needs for the next 50 to 100 years 
and perhaps beyond. However, if 
American agriculture is to sustain 
the nation’s people for the centuries 
to follow, we must get back to basics. 
Farmers, universities and research 
groups are all beginning to return to 
an emphasis on land 
management. 

We have come through a period 
in which the emphases of agricul- 
tural production have been ‘‘bigger 
is better’’ and ‘‘get bigger to 
survive’’. Wit this kind of thinking 
have come large tractors, straight- 
row farming, continuous row 
cropping, and extensive use of 
marginal cropland. The short term 
results in many cases have been 
mortgages, more farm 
foreclosures, marginal profits, in- 
creased soil erosion and pest 
problems, and yields that have not 
kept up with potentials found in 
research, Long-term results include 
reduced potential of our land to 
produce. Millions of acres of pro- 
ductive soils have been damaged in 
the farmer’s quest for short-term 
gains. 

Seeing these

results, diverse 
individuals and organizations in 
agriculture are changing their 
strategies. Farmers and cattlemen 
in the South are again talking about 
the basics, such as soil management 
and a need to return to rotations, 
crops, legumes,  strip- 
cropping, and other soil conserving 
practices Gaining greater net 
return from these practices is a 
major part of the discussion

The cost of faulty soil manage- 
meat is not easy to tally. Slowly, 
research is determining the relation- 
ship of erosion to yields. On most 
soils in Alabama, moderately eroded 
areas yield 20-30 percent less than 
slightly eroded soils. Farmers and 
the nation can't afford this kind of 
loss. Other erosion costs include 
damage to equipment running over 
vullied areas, the added cost of 
smoothing washes and of replacing 
conservation practices on fields that 
have been chopped up with gullies 
and offsite damages, such as water 
pollution from sediment, chemicals, 
and nutrients deposited by runoff 
from farmland

There has been more technology 
developed and applied on farms 
during 1935-85 than in all other years 
combined. Mechanization moved 
rapidly since the beginning of World 
War Il 

The greater use of lime and 
fertilizer, widespread use of cover 
crops. and other conservation 
practices, irrigation, use of improved 
varieties and breeds, adaptation of 
hybrid corn, a_ better balanced 
feeding of livestock, more effective 
control of insects and diseases, and 
the use of chemicals as weed killers 
and defoliants, are all new tech- 
nology The effects of these have 
been revolutionary as far as 
production is concerned. Output per 
manhour has increased at the rate of 
SIX percent a year compared to two 
percent in all other industries 

The number of farms in the U.S. 
declined from 6.5 million in 1950 to 
2.4 million in 1985, The drop 
resulted primarily from machinery 
and other technology that permitted 
one farm worker to handle a much 
larger acre age In 1950 there were 10 
million persons working on farms 
compared with 4.2 million in 1985. In 
1985 there was one farmer for every 
73 Americans. This compares with 
one for 16 in France and one for 23 in 
Germany. Russia has one farmer for 
five people, while India has one for 
four 


Coffee County and the United 
States agriculture industry provided 
the base for industrialization of the 
nation, foreign exchange and surplus 
capital for investment in industry, a 
constant supply of food at a modest 
cost for factory workers in our 
growing cities, and produced some 
of the raw material for factories 
Farms provided a supply of workers 
for the cities as young people left the 
rural areas to become factory 
workers, bankers, investors, 
teachers and leaders of our nation 


We have come a long way in 50 
years; the population has doubled 
we have better houses, better food, 
more clothes, automobiles and work 
less hours. However, there is a great 
urgency to move ahead more quickly 
as financial stress on the farm is 
threatening rural America The 
trade imbalance of 140 billion dollars 
is draining our wealth. Productive 
soil and water resources are of prime 
importance in producing crops for 
domestic use and for exports. We all 
need to join together in making the 
next 5O vears even ereater for 
mankind

The American agriculture 
machine can easily produce enough 
food and fiber to satisfy domestic 
needs for the next 50 to 100 years 
and perhaps beyond. However, if 
American agriculture is to sustain 
the nation’s people for the centuries 
to follow, we must get back to basics. 
Farmers, universities and research 
groups are all beginning to return to 
an emphasis on sound land 
management. 

We have come through a period 
in which the emphases of agricul- 
tural production have been “‘bigger 
is better’’ and ‘‘get bigger to 
survive’’, Wit this kind of thinking 
have come large tractors, straight- 
row farming, continuous row 
cropping, and extensive use of 
marginal cropland. The short term 
results in many cases have been 
larger mortgages, more farm 
foreclosures, marginal profits, in- 
creased soil erosion and pest 
problems, and yields that have not 
kept up with potentials found in 
research. Long-term results include 
reduced potential of our land to 
produce. Millions of acres of pro- 
ductive soils have been damaged in 
the farmer’s quest for short-term 
gains. 

Seeing these results, diverse 
individuals and organizations in 
agriculture are changing their 
strategies. Farmers and cattlemen 
in the South are again talking about 
the basics, such as soil management 
and a need to return to rotations, 
cover crops, legumes, strip 
cropping, and other soil conserving 
practices Gaining greater net 
return from these practices is a 
major part of the discussion. 


The cost of faulty soil manage- 
ment is not easy to tally. Slowly, 
research is determining the relation- 
ship of erosion to yields. On most 
soils in Alabama, moderately eroded 
areas yield 20-30 percent less than 
slightly eroded soils. Farmers and 
the nation can’t afford this kind of 
loss. Other erosion costs include 
damage to equipment running over 
pullied areas, the added cost of 
smoothing washes and of replacing 
conservation practices on fields that 
have been chopped up with gullies 
and offsite damages, such as water 
pollution from sediment, chemicals, 
and nutrients deposited by runoff 
from farmland 


The total cost of non-conserva-

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New GI Bill Took Effect On July 1 


James W. Conway, Director of 
the Montgomery VA _ Regional 
Office, announced that the Veterans 
Administration is preparing to 
implement a new version of the GI 
Bill on July 1 

The bill--the Veterans’ 
Educational Assistance Act of 1984 
was enacted last year and 
establishes a program of education 
benefits for individuals initially 
entering military service from July 1 
1985 through June 30, 1988 

Recruits entering the military 
juring the period will participate in 
the program unless they decline in 
writing. To participate, the recruit’s 
basic pay will be reduced by $100 a 
month for the first 12 months of 
service. In return for a two-year 
‘nlistment, the government will pay 
1 basic benefit of $250 a month in 
educational assistance for up to 36 
months following the active duty 


commitment, 

For a three-year enlistment, the 
government will pay $300 a month 
for up to 36 months. In addition, the 
Secretary of Defense may provide up 
toa $400 a month “‘kicker’’ on top of 
the basic benefit for those in critical 
skill areas. The Secretary also has 
the authority to provide another $300 
a month to those members who serve 
in additional five years following 
their original three-year enlistment 

Members of the Armed Forces 
who have no break in active duty 
service since Dec. 31, 1976, and 
serve on active duty for at least three 
years after June 30, 1985, may take 
part in the new program with no 
reduction in their basic pay 


The current education benefit 
program is the Veterans Education 
Assistance program (VEAP), a

Q--l joined the Army after 
January 1, 1977, and I am not 
eligible for the old GI Bill nor am | 
enrolled in VEAP. Am | eligible for 
the new GI Bill? 

A-- No. The only option for 
anyone who enlisted in the military 
after January 1, 1977, or one who 
will enlist prior to July 1, 1985, is 
VEAP. In order to have educational 
benefits of any kind, one must enroll 
in VEAP prior to June 30 of this year 

Q--I am eligible for the old GI 
Bill. Will I lose any of my benefits? 

A--No, if anything you can gain 
more educational benefits. If you 
have no break in service since 
December 31, 1976, continue to 
serve three years beyond June 30 
1985 are other than dishonorably 
discharged after July 1, 1988, and 
have remaining entitlements, then 
you can receive the basic benefits of 
the old GI Bill through December 31 
1989, and after that date, you can 
receive up to one-half of benefits 
payable under the old GI Bill in 
addition to benefits under the new GI 
Bill 

Q--I plan to join the Army after 
high school, How do I enroll in the 
new Gl Bill? 

A--If you enlist after July 1, 1985, 
you will be automatically enrolled in 
the new GI Bill program unless you 
elect in writing not to enroll 

Q--What are the basic benefits of 
the new GI Bill? 

A--The recruit’s basic pay will be 
reduced $100 a month for the first 12 
months of service. Three and four 
year enlistees qualify for $300 a 
month for 36 months, while two-year 
enlistees qualify for $250 a month for 
36 months after completing their 
active duty commitment 

Q--Are military academy 
graduates and ROTC scholarship 
recipients eligible for the new Gl 
Bill?

State Attorney General Releases Numerous 


Opinions Requested By Local & State Officials 


The Alabama Public Service 
Commission does not have 
regulatory authority over the 
\labama State Docks Department, 
Attorney General Charles A. 
Graddick said in an opinion issued to 
State Docks Director Robert M. 
Hope 

Although Alabama law requires 
the docks department to file any new 
schedule of rates and charges with 
the Public Service Commission seven 
lays prior to the effective date, the 
law also provides that the docks 
department sets its own rates and 
‘harges, Graddick said. The 
required filing is in the nature of a 
notice requirement rather than a 
regulatory requirement, he said.

City School Board Makes Final Preparations 
For Opening Of 1985-86 School Year 


The Elba City School Board met 
Tuesday night, discussed problems 
associated with opening of school 
and wrestled with problems of 
operating on a reduced budget. The 
board transferred two _ teachers, 
adopted the new state recommended 
graduation requirements for stu- 
dents entering the ninth grade, 
approved a certificate of attendance 
policy for special education students 
and voted unanimously to ask 
assistant principal Willie Tyson to 
coach junior high football for one 
year only. 

Superintendent Bill Crews told 
board members that the cutback in 
teachers for the coming year would 
saye the system approximately 
$149,678.95 annually considering the 
15 percent pay raise. He noted that 
part of this saving would be eaten up 
by support personnel raises 
mandated by the state, but the 
system should realize a saving of 
about $130,000 With these pro- 
jections, Crews predicted the system 
could eliminate the bank debt in 
about two years 

Beginning with the upcoming 
school year, students in special 
education may receive a certificate of 
attendance after 13 years of school, 
excluding kindergarten This must 
be approved by both the student and 
parents in conference with school 
officials. Board members said there 
would be no discrimination during 
graduation exercises and these 
students’ names would be called out 
in alphabetical order along with 
those receiving degrees. This policy 
will be in effect through the 1987-88 
school year

recommendation of Crews and voted 
to transfer Mrs. Dixie Dorsey from

teaching fourth grade to sixth grade, 
noting there was an excess of 
fourth-grade teachers and a shortage 
in sixth grade, and she was the last 
hired in that grade. They also voted 
to transfer Cal Donnia Davis from 
Elba Elementary to Elba High 
School. She teaches Special 
Education. 

Board members reviewed and 
approved the salary schedule for 
teachers and support personnel, The 
Elba system pays the state minimum 
for degree earned plus $50 per year 
of teaching in the system. All 
salaries included the state-approved 
15 percent pay raise to go into effect 
on October 1, 

The board discussed and 
approved a set of minimums for 
students to receive either a standard 
diploma or an advanced diploma. 
This will affect only students enter- 
ing the ninth grade this year and 
following years. 

After a lengthy discussion, the 
board voted to ask assistant

principal Willie Tyson to coach the 
junior high football program for one 
year only. Board members 
expressed concern over asking Tyson 
to do this job for fear it would 
interfere with his administrative 
position with the school. After some 
discussion in which no acceptable 
alternative was presented, the board 
yoted unanimously to make the 
proposal to Tyson. This offer was for 
the football program and doesn't 
cover the junior high basketball 
program. It would also be for this 
year only, with other arrangements 
to be made fot next year. 

Crews announced bids would be 
opened on August 14 for lunchroom 
foods and a motion was passed to 
authorize Crews to accept the low 
bids. 

Chairman Butch Oggs adjourned 
the meeting after all members were 
presented with copies of proposed 
job descriptions for all employees. 
These will be discussed and voted on 
at the next meeting.
